CHARLEMAGNE  GREAT  MONEY ER 

The  first  franc  in  the  fourteenth 
century  was  made  of  gold.  In  1575 
the  franc  was  first  struck  in  silver 
and  so  continued  until  the  Great  War 
when  brass  began  to  be  used.  The 
change  in  name  from  livre  to  franc 
came  when  the  decimal  system  was  in- 
troduced into  France.  The  sol,  or 
sou,  was  formerly  of  silver  and 
afterwards  of  copper. 

The  word  "30I"  came  from  the  Latin 
word  "solidum,"  the  accusative  case 
of  solidus,  the  name  of  a Roman  gold 
coin.  The  earlier  form  of  the  French 
word  “sou'1  was  "soul"  from  which 
came  both  words  "sol"  and  "sou."  The 
term  "sou"  in  later  days  came  to  be 
used  as  the  name  for  the  five-centime 
piece. 

The  word  "denier"  is  derived  from 
the  Latin  "denarius"  which  had  its 
origin  in  Greece.  When  Charlemagne 
became  the  Caesar  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire,  the  terras  used  were  all  taker 
from  the  Latin  language. 

The  abbreviations  of  the  three 
monetary  terms,  livre,  sol  and  deniei 
were  L.  S.  D.,  the  initials  of  the 
WO£d8. 

The  original  livre  was  of  gold  but 
for  five  centuries  after  the  reign 
of  Charlemagne,  silver  became  the 
standard  metal  for  coins. 

The  coins  of  the  modern  Franks  are 
of  brass  and  bronze  and  are  issued 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a de- 
partment of  the  French  Government.

CHARLEMAGNE  GREAT  MONEY  ER 

For  many  years  the  German  people 
reverenced  Charlemagne  as  their 
greatest  king.  He  reigned  for  near- 
ly fifty  years.  During  his  long 
reign  Charlemagne  made  permanent  a 
system  of  money  values,  with  the 
livre  as  the  unit  or  standard  of 
value.  Each  livre  was  divided  into 
twenty  sols  or  sous  and  each  sou  in- 
to twelve  deniers. 

The  word  "livre"  is  derived  from 
"libra,"  the  Roman  pound  or  standard 
of  weight;  and  libra,  the  pound, came 
in  turn  from  the  libra  or  scales 
used  in  weighing. 

The  livre  was  of  about  equal  value 
to  the  modern  franc,  the  nominal 
value  of  which  was  nineteen  cents 
before  the  Great  War.  Its  present 
value  is  very  much  less.  The  sol  was 
worth  one  cent  and  the  denier  one 
twelth  of  a cent. 

On  the  first  coins  used  in  France 
there  appeared  the  inscription 
"Franc or um  rex,"  the  King  of  the 
Franks.  From  this  came  the  word 
"franc,"  the  name  of  a coin.

The  issuance  of  the  new  Lincoln 
Head  cents  in  1909  caused  more  than 
passing  interest  throughout  the 
nation.  There  was  an  immediate  run 
on  the  sub-treasury  in  Wall  Street 
for  these  new  coins  and  everybody 
there  seemed  to  want  to  corner  Hie 
market  on  this  new  issue.  Ten  po- 
licemen tried  to  handle  the  crowds 
but  had  to  send  for  help  quick.  Many 
thought  that  this  spectacle  resem- 
bled scenes  represented  during  the 
panic  of  1907.  So  many  of  these 
subsidiary  coins  was  issued  the  firs' 
two  days  that  the  supply  of  700,000 
was  exhausted  and  a hurry  call  was 
sent  to  Washington  for  more  of  the 
same. 

Great  excitement  was  reported 
among  the  negroes  in  Middletown, 

New  York,  when  the  cents  were  first 
received.  They  believed  the  new 
specie  was  issued  for  their  special 
benefit.  The  negroes  called  them 
"emancipation  money"  and  had  them 
made  into  good  luck  charms. 

The  newspaper,  "Rochester  Post 
Express"  protested  vigorously. 

"Never  before  in  all  our  coinage 
have  the  initials  of  the  designers 
appeared  on  a coin.  If  one  designer 
may  put  one  initial  on  a coin,  and 
the  next  may  put  on  three  initials, 
the  next  will  want  his  whole  name 
to  appear,  and  if  on  coins,  why  not 
logically  on  postage  stamps,  green- 
backs, and  bonds."  The  "New  Orleans 
Picayune"  had  this  to  say  about  this 
first  Lincoln  Cent.  "It  may  be  said 
to  mark  the  first  visible  and  outward 
emblem  of  the  transmogrification  of 
the  republic  into  an  empire, "adding  / 
that  it  thought  it  was  a deep-laid  ' 
Roosevelt  scheme. 

Naturally  Mr.  V.  D.  Brenner  could 
see  no  good  reason  why  his  own  ini-' 
tials  should  not  appear  on  the  new 
cent.  On  the  silver  dollar  is  the 
letter  M carved  in  the  neck  of  Li- 
berty and  on  the  subsidiary  silver 
is  the  initial  B.  If  there  be  an 
initial  at  all,  why  not  have  enough 
initials  really  to  designate  the 
artist?  "There  is  no  doubt,"  re- 
marks the  "New  York  World  J1  "that 
except  in  the  case  of  the  painter 
and  the  sculptor  the  world  is  too 
little  mindful  of  the  artist's  just 
claims  to  its  recognition."  But 
protest  after  protest  came  from 
various  sources  and  very  shortly 
after  coinage  was  discontinued. 

"If  the  Lincoln  cent  is  a prece- 
dent," said  the  Rochester  Post  Ex- 
press, "then  American  money  may  ac- 
quire an  historical  value.  Why 
shouldn't  other  great  Americans  be 
nominated  for  similar  distinction? 

Who  knows  but  centuries  and  cen- 
turies hence,  the  archeologists  will 
construct  the  fabric  of  this  civi- 
lization on  the  coins  found  in  the 
ruins  of  the  nation."

The  "Philadelphia  Ledger"  however, 
did  not  think  that  Lincoln  needs 
"the  immortality  of  a copper  cent. 
The  red  Indian  in  his  war  bonnet, 
the  sole  survival  of  aboriginal 
North  America,  was  of  value  as  a 
cultural  memorial,  if  for  nothing 
else.  He  should  be  replaced  upon 
the  cent  and  the  foolish  commemora- 
tion pennies  should  be  permitted 
quickly  to  efface  themselves  or  to 
find  oblivion  in  the  tills  of  coin 
collectors." 

"The  Richmond  Times"  also  thought 
the  Indian  Head  should  be  continued 
and  remarked:  "No  President,  with 
the  exception  of  Washington,  oocu- 
pies  any  such  relation  to  the  Amer- 
ican people  as  justifies  his  being 
memorialized  on  their  coins."

THE  CO IS AGE  0?  AMERICAN  MONEY 

The  first  money  used  in  America 
was  furnished  chiefly  by  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Spain,  but  the  limited 
amount,  scarcity  and  need  of  it 
tempted  the  colony  of  Massachusetts 
to  create  a small  mint  in  this 
country,  which  they  did  in  1652 
where  they  struck  some  silver  pieces 
which  are  known  as  "Oak"  or  "Pine 
Tree*  money.  These  are  quite  rare, 
being  the  first  coins  of  American 
origin.  Later  Lord  Baltimore  issued 
coins  for  the  colony  of  Maryland  in 
1659,  then  Mark  Newby  brought  some 
half  pennies  and  farthings  to  New 
Jersey,  1682;  John  Laws  1720  and 
France  sending  over  a lot  of  copper 
and  bronze  money  for  the  "Colonies 
Francoise"  in  1721,  1722  and  1767. 

Woods  Irish  money  and  Rosa  Ameri- 
cana series  were  sent  here  from 
England  abou,t  1722  and  1724. 

The  first  copper  coins  actually 
made  in  America  are  credited  to 
John  Higly  of  Granby,  Conn,  in  1737. 
These  were  about  the  size  of  our 
large  cents  and  had  a deer  and  three 
hammers  on  them  with  the  legend, "I 
am  good  copper,  value  me  as  you 
please. " 

During  and  after  the  American  War 
for  independence,  various  coins  were 
struck  by  private  individuals  and 
by  orders  of  Congress,  such  as  Chal- 
mers Tokens,  1783,  Nova  Constella 
tio,  Fugio,  Washington  and  U.  S. 

Bar  Cents,  pewter  dollars,  etc. 

The  state  coinage  of  copper  cents 
began  with  New  Hampshire  1776; 
Vermont  1785;  New  Jersey  1786;  New 
York  1787,  followed  by  others  until 
April  2,  1792  when  President  Wash- 
ington signed  a law  to  establish  a 
United  States  Mint,  which  went  into 
effect  at  once.  On  September  1,1792 
the  first  six  pounds  of  copper  were 
brought  for  coinage,  and  on  Sept. 

21st  three  coinage  presses  arrived 
from  Europe  and  early  in  October 
the  first  half  dimes  and  a few 
copper  cent  patterns  were  struck 
by  the  new  U.  S.  Mint. 

The  regular  issue  of  copper 
cents  began  in  1793, which  first 
appeared  in  a number  of  different 
styles,  such  as  wreath,  link,  lib- 
erty cap,  flowing  hair,  lettered 
edge,  plain  edge,  etc.,  being  fol- 
lowed by  an  issue  every  year  for 
the  past  155  years,  except  1815  in 
which  year  none  were  coined. 

The  first  dollar,  half  dollar 
and  half  dime  were  struck  in  1794 
and  in  1796  the  first  quarter  and 
dime.  In  1795  the  first  gold 
$10.00  eagle  and  $5.00  half  eagle 
were  struck  and  in  1849  the  first 
$20.00  double  eagle.  Gold  coins 
were  also  issued  by  private  parties 
as  early  as  1834,  the  $1.00,  $2.50 
and  $5.00  gold  pieces  of  the 
Bechtlers  in  North  Carolina  follow- 
ed later  by  the  western  states  of

(Continued) 

California,  Colorado,  Oregon  and 
Utah,  after  the  gold  discoveries  in 
California  in  I849,  of  which  there 
are  numerous  q>ecimens  to  be  had. 
Among  them  are  the  $50.00  Goldnslug" 
of  A.  Humbert,  the  Mormon  issues  and 
the  California  $£,  $£  and  $1.00 
pieces. 

In  1851  three  cent  silver  coins 
were  issued;  I864  two  cent  bronze 
pieces;  1866  the  first  five  cent 
nickels  were  made;  1873  the  trade 
dollar  and  1875  the  twenty  cent 
pieces.  This  coinage  lasted  only 
three  years. 

The  Commemorative  Half  dollars 
were  issued  in  1892  to  commemorate 
various  events  in  history  and  these 
coins  have  been  made  to  the  present 
day.

THE  LEVANT  DOLLAR 


pwa  mfrtiy  fact  ‘ 


Any  coin  which  is  employed  in  the 
Levant  trade  - especially  the  Maria 
Theresa  Thaler  of  1780  - is  called 
a Levant  Dollar.  For  commercial 
purposes,  this  coin  is  always  struck 
with  this  date  and  is  acceptable  in 
Zanzibar,  Abyssinia,  Madagascar 
and  many  other  countries.  It  weighs 
a trifle  over  433  grains  and  it  has 
retained  its  original  fineness.  In 
some  African  and  Asiatic  sections 
this  coin  is  called  a Tallero  del 
Levante,  and  in  others  as  el  Real.
